Flcetneas of Rumor, 
Th© phenomena of rumor—its mys­ 
terious origin and marv elous spread— 
so impressed the ancient Greeks that 
they made of It a deity, Pboeme, to 
whom altars were raised. This deity, 
howev er, was not so completely per­ 
sonified as the later Roman 
Fama, 
but considered rather aa 
a 
div ine 
v oice—the v ox Del, as Grote puts H, 
passing into the v ox 
popull. 
The 
classic case is the news of the Greek 
v ictory ov er the Persians at Plataea, 
in Boeotla, which “ Phoeme” was said 
to hav e communicated to the Greeks 
as they went Into action at Mycale, 
on the other side of the Aegean, a 
few hours later, although there was 
no telegraphy hi B. C. 479. 
Grote 
compares Michelet’s aceount of the 
storming of the Bastille, which more 
than once emphasizes the fact that 
nobody proposed It—the whole popu­ 
lace seemed simultaneously inspired.
